It is iii charge of a woman of execu­ 
tive ability, who, through scientific training and broad and sym­ 
pathetic understanding of the needs of American women for in­ 
struction and advice, is ideally fitted for the ?K>st. 
Other women, too, are playing an im portant part in the ad­ 
ministration oi the government. 
One of three civil service com­ 
missioners is a woman. 
Another is assistant attorney general. 
The first woman to enter the American diplomatic service h$s*just 
completed her first year in th • division of t a t in* Anteri can affairs, 
and has been assigned to a foreign port.. 
Still other women we 
find filling such im portant posts as director of the women’s bureau, 
created to promote proper standards and policies governing the 
employment of women w orkers; director of the children’s bureau, 
and chairman of the employees' compensation commission. 
A 
woman is collector of internal revenue in Chicago. 
Two women 
hold positions as federal merchandise appraisers, one in Cleve­ 
land, the other in St. I jour. One woman is assistant trade com­ 
missioner in Bedin and another recently returned from a similar 
post in Shanghai. 
Under the present He po bl iran adm inistration 2,578 women 
have received presidential postmaster appointments, while more 
than half th* employees in the federal departments in W ashington 
are women.

RUPERT Hughes has an article entitled, “ Why I Quit Coing 
to Church,’’ which is given publicity in a current magazine and 
has stirred up much discussion.

Rev. Frederick M. Flint, pastor of Unity church, St. Caul, 
takes the w riter to task, however, on several issues, 
lie claims 
Hughes shows a colossal i g n o r a n c e of actual present-day churches. 
You would suppose, if you took everything in the Hughes' 
article seriously, that modern Christians still believe in witch­ 
craft, 
The reason Why Mr. Hughes can imply such an absurd 
assertion is that the Bible mentions witches.’ 
The churches which he describes and repudiates are not the 
churches which exist in any large numl^t s today. 
He knows 
nothing about the great movements within the Christian fellow­ 
ship that are making Christianity a living and powerful force in 
America. 
Yet such attacks upon the churches are common enough, says 
Rev. Eliot in conclusion. 
They fail to do any good because they 
fail to take into account the facts. 
A good many apologies for 
the church fail for the same reason. 
Helping criticism is some­ 
thing the churches are looking for, and seldom find. 
To be help­ 
ful it must come from those who really know what they art* talk­ 
ing about. 
Nevertheless, it won’t do any churchman a bit of 
harm to read what Rupert Hughes has written. 
It may stir his 
wrath, but it will probably also stir his mind; and perhaps that is 
why the article was written.

keys should be beld until Christmas, 
for further fattening, but lf the birds 
are unthrifty market them at once. 
Sales outlets to raisers within ex­ 
press shipping distance of good m ar­ 
kets are local consumers, local buyers 
and dealers, more distant buyers or 
dealers and ear-Iot shippers, and re­ 
ceivers or commission merchants of 
live or dressed poultry In large cities. 
To determine tile best available out­ 
let study shipping charges nnd keep in 
touch with both local and distant buy­ 
ers as to price. 
Distant buyers will 
mail quotations on request. 
Most producers market their turkeys 
alive. 
Shipping dressed turkeys to 
markets is Justified only when making 
local sales Or there is an unusually 
favorable outlet for the dressed prod­ 
uct. 
Shipping coops should be high 
enough to enable tile birds to stand 
up. A coop 3 feet long, 2 feet wide nnd 
20 inches high will acommodate five 
br six turkeys. 
Overcrowding may re­ 
sult in bruising, which detracts from 
the market value; overcrowding may 
also cause death and complete loss. 
If the birds are on the road only a 
few hours, do not feed before shipping. 
If they are on the road a longer time 
w ater and feed liberally to prevent 
shrinkage in weight. 
Ship in time to 
place the turkeys on the market a day 
or two before the holiday. 
Late ar­ 
rivals may reach an overstocked m ar­ 
ket, and arrival after the holiday usu­ 
ally means lower prices. 
Killing and dressing birds Is simple 
• when properly done. 
Hang up the tur­ 
keys by their legs and, with a single 
stroke, push the point of a sharp knife 
up through tile roof of tile mouth into 
tile brain. 
When properly done, this 
operation paralyzes the bird and loos­ 
ens tile feathers so that they come out 
easily. 
Then sever the veins in the 
throat just beyond tile skull for bleed­ 
ing. 
Tile turkey should he dry-picked, 
and plucked clean. 
Thoroughly coo] 
the carcass after plucking, inasmuch 
as failure to remove all animal heat 
promptly will result in early spoilage. 
Cool either by hanging outdoors, if 
the tem perature is between 30 and 45 
degrees, or by immersing in cold run­ 
ning spring w ater or ice water. 
When thoroughly chilled, the car­ 
casses are ready for shipment. 
A bar­ 
rel is a convenient shipping container. 
Place a layer of cracked ice In the 
bottom of the barrel, then a layer of 
turkeys, followed alternately by lay­ 
ers of ice and turkeys, and topped off 
with a layer of ice. 
Tack burlap over 
the top of the barrel. 
If you are building up a permanent 
turkey business he sure to retain as 
many of the finest, largest, quickest- 
growing young birds needed to rear 
the next year’s flock, nnd send the rest 
to market.

Freezing with carbon dioxide is a 
new method of fish refrigeration being 
tested at the Atlantic biological sta­ 
tion In Canada, according to reports 
received by tho American Chemical 
society. 
Tile use of solid carbon di­ 
oxide. it Is asserted, has several ad­ 
vantages. 
The lowering of tempera­ 
ture by this means retards spoiling, 
and the cooling can he controlled with­ 
in wide limits. 
The carbon dioxide 
also excludes the air while the pene­ 
tration of the Juices of the fish by car­ 
bon dioxide gas has an additional pre­ 
servative effect. 
Weight for weight 
solid carbon dioxide has twice the 
cooling power of artificial Ice, and It 
Is believed that the cost of production 
can be kept down to about the same 
figure.
